He said it was “a- coinci- 
dence” that the investigation 
would come on the heels of 
the release by syndicated col- 
umnist Jack Anderson of se- 
cret government documents 
concerning American policy in 
the Indo-Pakistani war. 
j . Nonetheless, the disclosure 
/of the top-secret Pentagon 
' papers on the history of Viet- 
nam war last summer, and 
now Anderson’s release of cur- 
rent ^documents, appeared to 
have focused new concern 
throughout the government 
over the troubled security 
[classification system. 

Hebert assigned the new 
probe, which will begin 
shortly after Congress recon- 
venes Jan. 18, to a subcommit- 
tee headed by Rep. Lucien 
Nedzi (D-Mieh ), a critic of the 
Pentagon and of administra- 
tion policy in Vietnam. 

In 'a. telephone interview 
last night, Nedzi said that “it 
is not my intent to investigate 
the leak” of documents to An- 
derson. 

“What we what to go into] 
are the general problems of 
classification and security,
